BEDFORD,  England.  August. 
1M1  _  (BP)  —  John  Bunyan, 
the  prisoner  who  refuses  to  ac¬ 
cept  freedom  on  any  terms  ex¬ 
cept  his  own,  continues  to  wage 
a  vigorous  if  unsuccessful  cam¬ 
paign  to  be  released  from  jail. 

The  Protestant  minister,  sen¬ 
tenced  for  conducting  a  “sedi¬ 
tious  and  treasonable”  meeting, 
has  protested  from  the  time  of 
his  arrest  almost  a  year  ago  that 
he  was  only  conducting  a  peace¬ 
ful  worship  service.  Moreover, 
the  prisoner  points  out  that  his 
three  months’  sentence  has  ex¬ 
pired. 

Bunyan  has  been  offered  his 
freedom,  but  only  on  the  condi¬ 
tion  that  he  will  no  longer 
preach.  This  the  minister  stead¬ 
fastly  refuses  to  do,  although 
the  court  warned  him  when  he 
was  sentenced  to  imprisonment 
-that  he  faces  banishment  or 
hanging  unless  he  quits  the  pul¬ 
pit- 

The  prisoner  has  about  given 
up  hope  of  being  freed  as  a  re¬ 
sult  of  the  recent  coronation  of 
King  Charles  II.  In  celebration 
of  the  event  all  prisoners  not 
guilty  of  a  felony  were  offered 
a  pardon  Bunyan  had  hoped 
to  be  in  that  number  but  the 
pardon  must  first  have  the 
i  recommendation  of  local  au¬ 
thorities.  Law  enforcement  of¬ 
ficers  here  have  withheld  their 
approval.  Apparently  they  re¬ 
gard  the  preacher  as  a  danger¬ 
ous  religious  fanatic. 

While  Bunyan  has  languished 
;  in  prison,  his  loyal  wife,  like 
the  widow  petitioning  the  un¬ 
just  judge  of  the  Scriptures, 
has  sought  repeatedly  to  have 
her  husband  released.  On  at 


least  five  occasions  she  has 
triad  unsuccessfully  to  have  his 
case  brought  before  an  impar¬ 
tial  jury- 

A  devout  woman,  Mrs.  Bun¬ 
yan  on  one  occasion  disregard¬ 
ed  propriety  and  braved  the 
domain  of  men  to  win  a  hear¬ 
ing  for  her  husband  before  sev¬ 
eral  judges  in  a  tavern.  She 
later  confessed  that  she  did  so 
“abashed  and  with  a  trembling 
heart.” 

Inside  the  tavern  Judge  Hale 
seemed  disposed  to  hear  her 
petition  and  advised  her  to  seek 
a  writ  of  error.  To  this  sug¬ 
gestion  Justices  Twisdon  and 
Chester  protested  vehemently, 
however,  declaring  that  Bunyan 
had  been  convicted  and  de¬ 
served  his  fate. 

The  justices  asked  Mrs.  Bun¬ 
yan  if  her  husband  would  con¬ 
sent  to  quit  preaching  if  re¬ 
leased.  She  promptly  replied 
that  he  would  not  under  any 
circumstances.  Advised  by  the 
justices  that  her  husband 
should  return  to  his  trade  of 
tinker  and  quit  preaching  and 
disturbing  the  peace,  Mrs.  Bun¬ 
yan  replied  that  it  was  because 
her  husband  was  a  poor  man 
that  he  could  not  get  justice. 
She  left  the  -tavern  in  tears. 

Mrs.  Bunyan  told  a  reporter 
that  she  has  twice  petitioned 
Judge  Hale,  been  angrily  re¬ 
buffed  for  tossing  a  written  note 
of  petition  into  the  coach  of 
Justice  Twisdon,  and  been  to 
London  in  an  unsuccessful  at¬ 
tempt  to  have  the  House  of 
Lords  intervene  in  behalf  of 
the  Preacher.

QUESTION:  I  am  a  young 
widow  at  the  age  of  twenty.  I 
have  a  little  girl  five  months 
old.  Her  father  got  killed  at 
his  work  three  months  before 
She  was  born.  I  do  not  know 
hardly  how  to  explain  to  her 
about  her  father.  I  belong  to 
a  Baptist  Church  here  and  take 
lier  to  Sunday  school  every  Sun¬ 
day. 

ANSWER:  Tell  her  the  truth. 
Don’t  be  maudlin  or  morbid 
about  it  and  do  not  tell  her 
until  she  gets  otd  enough  to 
ask.  You  will  not  have  any 
trouble  if  you  have  the  right 
attitude  yourself.  Children  are 
fairly  sensible  and  ought  to  be 
treated  so. 

Just  tell  her  that  he  died  be¬ 
fore  she  was  born.  Say  what¬ 
ever  else  the  facts  will  warrant. 
If  he  was  a  Christian,  say  that 
he  went  to  be  with  God.  If  he 
was  not,  say  that  he  died.  If 
she  asks  later,  “Did  he  go  to 
heaven?”  tell' her  that  you  hope 
so  or  that  you  believe  he  did  or 
that  such  matters  are  in  the 
hands  of  our  heavenly  Father. 
If  she  learns  to  trust  God  as 
he  has  made  himself  known  in 
Jesus  Christ,  she  will  not  have 
to  know  all  of  the  answers. 
After  all,  is  that  not  what  all 
of  us  do?  We  cannot  guarantee 
the  salvation  of  any  of  our  loved 
ones.  But  the  Judge  of  all  the 
earth  will  do  right.
